By a close but 
cistve vote Ohio refused to ratify national 
prohibition, New Jersey elected by a large 
majority a Governor pledged to make the 
State “as wet as the Atlantic Ocean The 
wets registered substantial gains in the 
Kentucky election. In almost every State 
and district where the wet and de issue 
was raised the wet vote was unprecedent- 
ediy heavy. Some of the more optimistic 
amone the wet forces are now pointing to 
this apparent change of sentiment as an m- 
dication that the national orohibitiow 
amendment will never go into effect. 

Hopes for a wet Christmas are running 
high. The waning of the dry movement is 
reflected in the decisions of the Federal 
courts in certain districts. A Kentucky 
judge has held the War-time Prohibition Act 
to be unconstitutional. A Federal jndge in 
Chicago and another in Rhode Island have 
given decisions along similar lines, and the 
breweries in Northern California are again 
manufacturing 5 per cent. beer.
